Johnson said fig ures collected 
by his staff of ex p erts showed 
industry , under the sweep ing 
new law he will administer, 
should be able to reemp loy 3,- 
000,000 men by fall. In addition, 
the g overnment’s p ublic work s 
p rog ram is confidently ex p ected 
to p roduce jobs for another m il­ 
lion.

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OVERPRODUCTION? NO, UNDERCON­ 
SUMPTION 
Th e common est way of ex plain in g America’s 
in dustrial depression is to say th a t th e n ation is 
sufferin g from great ov erproduction . 
Th is, as a tech n ical ex plan ation , is q uite cor­ 
rect. But to accept it w ith out lookin g in to th e 
th in gs th a t lie back of it is to get an en tirely 
lopsided picture of th e day ’s most pressin g prob­ 
lem. 
Tech n ically , of course, we are ov erproduced. 
We can make more automobiles, electric refrig­ 
erators, steel rails, rockin g ch airs, electric ligh t 
bulbs, sh oes, auto tires, plows an d w h at-n ot 
th an we can possibly sell. In th a t sen se, we are 
up again st ov erproduction in a v ery real an d un ­ 
pleasan t way . 
But th ere is an oth er side to it — an oth er n am e 
for th is problem. If, in stead of callin g it ov er­ 
production , we call it un dercon sumption , th a t 
oth er side becomes clear; an d it also becomes 
ev iden t th at th e tradition al meth od of solv in g 
th e problem is v ery much out of date. 
We may be makin g more of all of th ese th in gs 
th an we can sell — but we are n ot m akin g more 
of th em th an we n eed, an d we sh all n ot be for a 
lon g, lon g time. Not un til ev ery citizen h as all 
th a t h e n eeds of th is m ultitude of goods sh all 
we truly h av e ov erproduction . 
Durin g th e last few y ears Iowa an d K an sas 
farm ers h av e h ad to burn corn an d wh eat wh ile 
city workers h av e gon e h un gry ; an d th e same 
farm ers h av e h ad to driv e superan n uated cars 
an d wear worn out sh oes wh ile th e city auto an d 
sh oe factories h av e been idle for w an t of orders. 
On ev ery h an d we h av e h ad million s of people 
n eedin g all sorts of commodities v ery badly ; but 
because th ey h av e been un able to buy th em , fac­ 
tories h av e operated at a fourth or a fifth of 
n orm al capacity . 
Th e adm in istration ’s in dustrial con trol bill is 
design ed to get aroun d th is trouble by gearin g 
production directly to con sumption . In th e lon g 
run , h owev er, th is will n ot do much good if it 
simply prev en ts in dustry from producin g more 
th an can be sold. It m ust in crease con sumption 
— it must, th at is to say , raise th e gen eral pur­ 
ch asin g power of th e n ation — if it is to get us 
out of our difficulty . 
Let th e ordin ary m an get h is h an ds on en ough 
mon ey to buy th e th in gs h e n eeds an d we sh all 
h av e a broad an d en durin g prosperity . We sh all 
n ot h av e to talk about ov erproduction for man y , 
m an y y ears to come. 


SELF-MADE MEN 
Now an d th en y ou h ear a m an boast th a t h e 
is a self-m ade m an . 
Gen erally h e sticks h is 
th um bs in th e an n h oles of h is v est an d swells up 
to th e lim it of h is ch est ex pan sion wh en h e 
makes th e statem en t. 
An y m an wh o takes such an egotistical posi­ 
tion does so w ith out an y un derstan din g of our 
relation s with oth ers an d th e in ter-depen den cy 
th a t m ust n ecessarily result. 
Th ere is th e story of th e m an wh o th ough t h e 
was self-m ade because wh en h e was fiv e y ears 
old h is paren ts died an d h e was placed in an or­ 
ph an s’ h ome. He h ad on ly a common sch ool 
education an d today h e is th e presiden t of a rail­ 
road. 
He th in ks h e is a self-m ade m an but w h at 
about th e orph an s’ h ome th a t took h im an d 
sh eltered h im an d gav e h im a ch an ce? W h at 
about th e family th a t adopted h im out of th e 
h ome an d gav e h im a ch an ce? W h at about th e 
ch ief clerks in th e railroad office wh o took h im 
in as office boy an d gav e h im a ch an ce? W h at 
about th e v arious officials in th e railroad com­ 
pan y wh o took a likin g to h im an d gav e h im 
ch an ce after ch an ce, mov in g h im up, step by 
step? W h at about th e board of directors of th e 
compan y th a t elected h im to th e presiden cy ? 
Th ere is n o such th in g as a self-m ade man . 
Just because a fellow goes out kn d works dili­ 
gen tly an d is accordin gly h elped by kin dly -peo­ 
ple wh o appreciate h im — just because h e was 
n ot born with a gold spoon in h is m outh — does 
n ot m ean th a t h e is self-m ade. 
We are all depen den t on each oth er, absolute­ 
ly depen den t on each oth er. It makes n o differ­ 
en ce wh o y ou are or w h at y ou are, y ou can n ot 
rise an d y ou can n ot stay up ex cept th rough th e 
aid of th ose aroun d y ou. Th e fact th a t y ou make 
y ourself worth y of con fiden ce an d support does 
n ot at all lessen th e fact th a t y ou are supported. 
You sh ould be worth y . 
It m atters n ot h ow sm art a m an is, h e can n ot 
rise with out opportun ities. Th ose opportun ities 
h av e to be supplied by th ose w ith wh om h e comes 
in con tact. High an d low, great an d small, th ey 
all h av e th eir part in liftin g an d pullin g a m an 
upward, n o m atter wh o h e is, n or h ow great h is 
capabilities. 
A m an may be deserv in g of th e h elp of th e 
world — y es; but self-made, in depen den t of it, 
n o!
